Krebs explained that the Inform 
tion Act of 1977 says that files must 
be accurate and relevant. It is 
important that the material — he file 
should not include isolated tciters or 
testimonies that haven't been checked 
thoroughly, she emphasized 

Tenure means that a teacher has 
the ability to speak the truth as he 
sees it without the fear of political 
reprisal, said Krebs 

Krebs added that some members 
of the faculty wonder if this evalua 
tion will affect academic freedom 


Dr. Sheila Aims, the University 
ARTP representative from the pres 
ident’s office said, “The evaluation is 
not for firing professors, but to help 
them improve.” 

If faculty are found to be deficient 
itis up to the department chair to talk 
to the faculty member and suggest 
the means for improving, said Bark 
duil 

There are some tenured faculty 
who may not take their obligation to 
keep up with their field once they are 
tenured, but those people are in a 
munonity, said Wade 

“If we make this evaluation 
process as complex and many-lay 
ered as the one we now have for 
promotion, tenure and retention,” 
said Wade, “we're going to be 
spending all our time evaluating 
each other.”

program wilt last a month and a half 
and will be conducted in the waters 
off the Mexican coastline. 

Researchers will be using two 
shins: the 80-foot ‘Cayusa’ and the 
180-foot ‘Wecoma for the study. 
The ships will first head to Manza 
nilla, Mexico to study an abundant 
food producing ground, will rendez- 
vous at a point 150 miles off the 
coastline, and then head for a spot 
300 miles off cf the coast where the 
study will take place. 

“From the surface of the ocean to 
a puint approxunately 200 meters 
down is an area which we call the 
light zone,’ Richard Graves, a 
member of the research team for the 
project said, “It isin this area that the 
light energy is absorbed by the 
organic materials and microor 
ganisms that will eventually die and 
drift downward to be used as food by 
the creatures living in the deep sea.” 

Below this layer, stretching from 
200 meters to approximately 500 
meters, is the minimum oxygen layer 
where there is little to no oxygen in 
the water 

Some of the questions that the 
research team hopes to answer deal 
indirectly with life on the land. One of 
the questions they hope to answer is 
what effects atomic bombs and 
plutonium that enters the ocean from 
the radioactive fallout will have on 
ocean hfe 

They also would like to find out 
what effects sewage that is dumped 
in the ocean is having on marine life 
According to Graves, the sewage 
contains certain heavy metals such 
as silver, copper, lead and mercury 
Even though these metals come in 
trace amounts, some of them can be 
nutrients and some of them can be 
to forms of marine life. The 
researchers hope to find out just how

this type of pollution is affecting 
ocean life 

In recent years, scientists have 
warned against the danger of burn 
ing leaded fuelz. They claim that the 
carbon dioxide entering the atmos 
phere is creating a greenhouse affect 
that will eventually warm the Earth's 
atmosphere and cause the polar caps 
to melt 


Graves said that they hope to find 
out exactly how important the ocean 
is in taking the carbon dioxide out of 
the atmosphere

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Soccer Team’s 
Threesome Adds 
Talented Offense

Coming out of a current slump, the 1981 Hornet soccer team has played 

some ol the best soccer in its history. Part of the reason for the team’s success 
1s a threesome that has played soccer together for eight years. The tno 
consists of center halfback Steve Petuskey, left fullback Paul Arellanes and 
center fullback Jeff Mallory 

The three 20-year-old Hornet booters, who began their relationship as 

1 2-year-olds on the Rancho Cordova Hammers youth soccer team, played 
at Cordova High and Cosumnes River College before settling at CSUS this 
year. Their long frendship was evident as they discussed their soccer related 
lives 

“We've never had any serious problems between each other. There have 
never been any real jealousies or conflicts because we've usually played 
different positions and have had our own strengths and weaknesses,” said 
Mallory 

Ali three agree that being great fnends and playing on the same team has 
had its advantages and disadvantages 

“The good points about it are that we know how each of us plays, and we 
know each other's personalities. This helps in judging what we might do next 
on the field,” said Mallory 

Arellanes said that the main drawback involved is that the trio could rely 
too much on each other and noi the rest of the team. 

“We might expect one of us to handle a certain play instead of working 
with someone else. This is a danger we have to look out for,” he said 

The trio began playing soccer just for fun in the youth league and then got 
more serious about the game when they got into high school. Petuskey has an 
interesting philosophy about competing in soccer 

“I play for the recognition. | feel that if you're good at soccer, you 
appreciate the recognition that goes along with it,” he said 

Petuskey has received well-deserved recognition, too. In high school he 
gained all-city and all-state honors, and at Cosumnes he earned all 
-conterence. Travis Parker, his coach at Cosumnes, praised Petuskey as well 
as Areilanes and Mallory, for their excellent play while they were there. 

“We were fortunate that those guys were around when we started our 
soccer program three years ago. They helped make the program a success 
and a growing tradition here,” said Parker. 

Parker also said that Petuskey is considered by most of the coaches in the 
Sacramento area as being the best professional prospect in the area, but 
Petuskey is very skeptical about the idea. 

“The pros are a long shot. I wouldn't mind a tryout, but I'm a little doubtful 
about it,” said Petuskey. 

Arellanes and Mallory have a little different philosophies toward the game 
than Petuskey does. Since they also gained all-city and all-state in high school 
and Maliory was all-conference at Cosumnes, they don’t mind recognition 
either, but their reasons for playing are more athletic. 

They are more interested in the competition. “It’s also an excellent way to 
exert energy and get rid of frustrations,” said Mallory 

The road to CSUS was an interesting one for Mallory. He had injured his 
knee and had surgery just before his freshman year of college and decided to 
go to American River College, while Petuskey and Arellanes went to 
Cosumnes. Mallory didn’t play in his first year because of his knee problems, 
but the next year he was allowed to play at Cosumnes while attending ARC, 
which didn’t have a soccer program. 

Mallory said that he had no desire to go to CSUS straight out of high 
school, even if he knee was healthy, because he didn't like previous soccer 
coach Don Zingale’s soccer program. 

“Soccer was nothing when Zingale was here. The team was not good. 
Cosumnes played Sacramento (CSUS) the year | was hurt and the year | 
played (at Cosumnes) and we beat them both times,” said Mallory. 

The threesome came to CSUS this year mainly for three reasons. They 
hiked the change with Amir Jabery becoming coach of the team, and they 
wanted to stay in the Sacramento area. But the biggest reason was lack of 
funds. Scholarships were nowhere in sight. 

The three players are more than satished with playing at CSUS. They are 
especially satishied with the coaching. 

“Amir is one of the best coaches I've ever had. He really knows what he's 
doing. Both Amir and Dirk (Denkers, assistant coach) practice with us. So, 
they know what we're going through and can judge what's going on,” said 
Arellanes 


The highlight of all their years of playing soccer was travehng to West 
Germany with the under.19 Crotia team from Rancho Cordova four years 
ago. Some of their stops included Munich, Cologne, and Bieleteld.

Men Runners Second in FWC

The CSUS men's cross country 
team, paced by Jim Christiansen, 
finished second in conference points 
and sixth in regional points Saturday 

at the Far West Conference Cham. 
pionships and Western Regionals at 
Crystal Springs. 

Placing first in a field of 14 tearns 
was UC Riverside with 42 regionai 
points. The top individual runner of 
the 106 entrants was Mark Conover 
of Humboldt State, who ran the 10 
kilometer (6. ¢ mile) race in a time of 
31:12.5. Conover edged UC River- 
side’s Frank Assuma, who finished 
second with a time of 31:15.6. 

Unfortunately for the Hornets, 
only the top three finishing teams in 
the Western Regionals will qualify 
for the nationals at Lowell University 
in Massachusetts on Nov. 14. Fin 
ishing sixth overall, with 164 re 
gional points and 55 conference 
points, CSUS ran well, but not good 
enough to advance 

Joining the UC Riverside team 
for the nationals will be Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo, which finished second 
with 87 pomts and Eastern Washing 
ton University, which captured third 
with 89 points. 

Despite not qualifying as a team 
for the nationals, the Hornets will be 
well-represented by Jim Christiansen 
as an individual qualifier. Christi 
ansen finished first for the Hornets 
and seventh overall with a time of 
32:31.2. Since he is one of the top 
15 individual runners (who is not on 
the top three teams), Christiansen 
will advance to the nationals at 
Lowell. 

Finishing second for CSUS, and 
24rd overall, was Greg Jenkins with 
a time of 33:51.1. He was followed 
by alternate Matt Gary, who proved 
to be an able replacement for the ill 
Ron Hofhenke. Gary finished 30th 
at 34:05.8. Following in line for the 
Hornets were Lee Young, 51st at 
34:36.7, Mike Galligan, 53rd at 
34:50.2, Dave Maldonado, 76th at 
35:57.9, and Kevin Ostenberg 
83rd at 36:17.1 

The key to Jim Christiansen’s

You're engaged in hand to hand combat with a horrible 
creature; how will you win? You've fallen into a deep pit 
with the walls caving in; where will you escape? Your 
comrade is dying and you must conjure a magic spell to 
save him; what will you do? 

These are situations that you won't normally encounter 
in everyday life—unless you live in the game world of 
Dungeons and Dragons 

Dangeons and Dragons is one of the numerous 
role-playing games that is becoming more popular by the 
day. Here in Sacramento, several game shops teach the 
complexities of the game, and host competitions for the 
more advanced players 

The original concept of Dungeons and Dragons a was 
developed by Gary Gygax and Dave Amason in 1969, 

guys were hard core “war-gamers,” who envis- 
ioned the concept of battles fought on a board By 1973, 
D&D was put on the market for other combat enthusias- 
tists. Gygax went on to found TSR, one of the major 
companies producing game modules for D&D Two years 
ago, Gygax slightly modified his game in order to get out 
ot paying royalties to co-creator and former partner 
Arnason who had also decided to form his own company, 
Adventure Games Inc 

“Dungeons and Dragons is a setting based on combat 
in the 13th century where magic is prevalent. Players may 
be out in search of gold and treasure, or just out to beat up| 
the bad guys,” explained Eric Dopplemay. manager of 
“Games People Play,” on Fulton Avenue. © You act out a 
role with a pencil and paper, and your weapons are | 
poly-hedril dice.” The objective of the character is to | 
accumulate as much treasure as he can without getting 
There are .umerous adventures the character 
undergoes i: order to achieve that treasure. All the 
adventures or situations are pre-conceived and set-up by 
the “Dungeon Master,” or “DM” as it is called by game | 
enthusiasts. The DM is the game's moderator. “He is the 
one whose ‘world’ you are in,” said Dopplemay. The DM 
will indicate where the treasure is, where the monsters are, | 
and perform the roles of the character's adversaries, as | 
well as setting up the situations, and modifying the game | 
according to the player's abilities. 

Like many games, the dice determine the outcome 
of everything that happens within ihe game. But | 
here’s the difference: in D&D there are several types of die | 
used, from four-sided to twenty-sided. 

And if that’s not complicated, the dice also indicate the | 
kind of character being portrayed. Up io ox inl 
characteristics inchiding, strength, intelligence, wisdom, 
sa

the game, making up a certain kind of character for each 
combination. For example, strength and constitution are 
the mark of a fighter, intelligence and dexterity make-up a 
acian, while wisdom and charisma display leadership, 
The numbers inaicated on the die will decide what type 
of character will suit the player. If there are high numbers 
in strength and constitution, but ew ones in intelligence 
dexterity, the character is likely to be « fighter type. 
pwever i it is vice-verse, that you've got » magician 
Bate Orne presse cevays Stevens cach line 
you play. 


The specific characters are wide-ranging; they can be 
elves, half-elves, orc, half-orc, humans, dwarves. 
halflings (hobbit) or gnomes Ther occupations in lude: 
paladin, plain fighter, ranger, thief, assassin, cleric 
(physician), eastern monk or magician. 

Sound complicated enough yet? It gets harder when 
you figure in experience levels 

The more experienced the character is in adventuring 
the more “hit” or survival points he obtains. For example, 
something that will kill a character in the first level, may 
not be able to kill him eighth or ninth levels. But while 
you're advancing in experience so are your adversanes. 

Killing monsters, gaining treasure. figuring ways out of 
complex situations, and proper role-playing are all means 
in which a character progresses in experience levels

Dungeons and Dragons is certainly a brain-taxing 
adventure each time you play, but if you don't feel up to 
slaying monsters and sleeping with gnomes, maybe one of 
the other role-playing, combat games is more vour speed. 
Some of these include: Rumequest, set in the days ol 
empires; Chivalry and Sorcery, an actual medieval 
setting; Boothill, western; Top Secret, spy action; 

, acience fiction; and , acops and 

rs game of the '20s and '30s. According to 

Dopplemay, all these games and a few others can be 
played at his store. 

The average age of the D&D player is 18-21, however 
people from 10 through 60 have fun at it. “The younger 
kids play it to beat up the monsters, while the older folks 
are more into figuring out how to get out of a puzzle or 
trap,” said Doppleman. 

D&D car be more than just 2 game, however, it can be

Corrine Baird, manager of “Dragons Den,” (another 
| game shop similar to “Games People Play") stoutly 
defends the game, stating that the allegations of the groups 
| are weak at best. She said that D&D is only a role-playing 
| game, not a religion. Magic and deities are merely an 
enhancement of that game 
“It’s like any other hobby; some people get into

A lew years ago director Sidney 
Lurnet made a film called “Serpico” 
about a good « op 8 struggle to fight 
pohce corruption in New York City 
which finally led to the formation of 
the Knapp Commission on police 


orruphion. His new film, “Prince of 

the City,” examines the results of the 
Knapp (Commission's inv eshgabun 

Wher: Serpico painted a black 


and white picture of corruption, with 
in almost saintly hero singlehand 
edly hgnting an evil system, “Prince 
ot the City is a much more complex 
and textured film which offers nc 
easy answers to comphcated ques- 
tens 


This is a long film, but even 
though it has little of the beatings 
murders, snipings and chases of 
police hims hke “Dirty Harry” or 
‘The French Connection, ” itis never 
bormg. it is one of the rare films 
which touches the spirit without 
sudience over the head 
with a steady stream of shock. 

Prince” is the true story of Bob 
Leuci, Danny Ciello in the film 


banging the 


whose decision to help the Knapp 
Commission had catastrophic results 
for Leuci and the whole New York 
City police department Although 
Lumet himself sees Leuci as a hero, 
‘Prince of the City” leaves this 
choice up to each viewe: 


in the film, Danny Ciello is a 
member of New York's Specia! 
Inv estigating Unit, an elite hody of 
detectives that is allowed to fight 
crme by its own rules. These men 
believe that an abuse of civil liber- 
ties and easy court decisions nullify 
the work of law officers. and so they 
practice their own system of justice 
to make criminals pay for their 
crmmes. They confiscate large sums 


of money found at the scene of major 


drug busts. They sell police reports 
to helpful mobsters and supply 
addict-informers with heroin. Ao a 
result of the confiscations and pay- 
olfs, these detectives live much 
better than the average policeman, 
using a high arrest record as their 
justihetion 

These men are tied together by a 
bond of pride and secret guili, but 
when the guilt begins to eat away at 
Cielo, he turns to a member of the 
Knapp Commission who has carher 
approached him for information. He 
agrees to work as a wired under. 
cover agent as long as he never has 
to give up his own partners. He is 
assured he will never be forced to do 
anything that he can't live with. 

However, Ciello iv caught in a

trap. In order to win the convictions 
of high-ranking policemen, lawyers 
and undefworld crimsnals, the Knapp 
Commussion allows Ciello to perjure 
his testimony as part of the agree 
ment to protect his partners When 
new and ambibous men take over 
the Commission, they use this pre 
vious perjury as a means to lorce 
Cello into betraying his partners, As 
a result of his testimony, two of his 
partners commit suicide, while 
another goes mad 

As Danny Ciello, Treat Williams 
gives an electrifyingly intense and 
shaded portrayal of a man tor 
mented and torn by conflicting 
emotions and ideals and how to be a 
good cop and a good man at the 
same time. Williams, who previously 
starred in “Hair,” is a mixture of 
imnocence and cynicism, rebellious- 


ness and guilt, courage and confusion 


“Prince of the City” has a very 
large cast made up mostly of un 
knowns and experienced New York 
actors. Especially good is Jerry 
Orbach as Gus Levy, the toughest of 
Ciello's partners, and Norman Parker, 
the sympathetic lawyer who first 
enlists Cieilo’s help. One of the few 
poorly conceived characters is that 
of Ciello’s wife. As Carla Ciello, 
Lindsay Crouse is rather blank and 
expressionless for a woman whose 
life is torn apart along with her 
husband's 

This movie does not turn corrup 
tion into the romantically appealing 
decadence of “Body Heat” or the 
menacing!ly obscure fate of “True 
Confessions.” Corruption here has 
painful and sometimes terrible ce- 
sults. However, it is not a pessimistic 
film. Danny Ciello is above all a 
survivor. Redemption is difficult but 
possible 

“Prince of the City” looks at the 
questions o/ spirtiual corruption, 
inendship, betrayal, cowardice and 
c@urage, matters we all have to deal 
with but often overlook. 

Itis not hght entertainment, but it 
is a very satislying film which strikes 
deeper chords than any other Amer. 
ican film of this past year, and 


hopedully, it will find the large 
audience it deserves.
